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In the past, identities adhered closely to bodies and 
political categories. This past has been foreclosed as if it never 
existed by the plastic saturation bombing of organic chemistry 
and global distribution. The plastic object, a product of a 
techno-biotic process of organic synthesis, marks a radical 
departure in the course of evolutionary biology whose 
implications are yet to be understood and whose repercussions 
are just beginning to be felt. Bathed in radioactive dust from 
bombings narrativized as attacks or tests, awash in the 
products of post-petroleoum synthetic chemistry, connected 
and scrambled by the cybernetic network of hypersaturated 
information systems, the subject is nullified. In the developing 
situation “you do not exist as such. “You” are now a vector for 
myriad forms-of-life, memetic viruses, autonomous disorders, 
and normative discourses slaved to the meta-abusive control 
system. “You’ are fucked. 


Given these terrifying conditions, “you” may wish to seek 
avenues of escape, liberation, pleasure, and neo-embodiment. 
The mechanisms of emotional labor and social interpersonal 
exploitation push “you” into a corner, but fortunately for “you” 
the shadows of that corner conceals a tunnel out of the 
concrete barracks of social capture:
